1 . This Office action is in response to the application filed October 30, 2001. Claims 1 -2 
are pending. The preliminary amendment has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-2 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims recite and 
apparatus and a method for downloading a control program and graphically generating a display 
that shows the functions assigned to the plurality of keys on the remote control. Such a 
combination is not taught or suggested by the prior art of record. The prior art teaches remote 
controls that may be downloaded with functions controlling a new device. However, there is not 
teaching or suggestion of the generation of a graphical display to show the functions assigned to 
the keys.
